There are many people in St, Albert these days who 
apparently feel the proposed covered arena project goes 
hand-in-hand with amalgamation, 

They say, quite loudly and often indignantly, either: 

1) Why should we build an arena for St, Albert? When 
amalgamation comes about, Edmonton will build one 
for us, 

2) Why should we build an arena for Edmonton? When 
amalgamation comes about the city will just take it over 
and run it for themselves, 

In the first instance if St, Albert doesn’t have an arena 
by the time amalgamation rolls around, I would suggest 
that those who expect the city to build one not hold their 
breath while they're waiting, The city won’t be about to 
spoon feed a flock that has made no or at least little 
attempt to feed itself. 

If amalgamation takes place in 1972, andthereis little 
reason to see it coming before then, there probably 
won't be sufficient population to warrant an arena for at 
least another six years, 

This will mean, then, that St, Albert will not have an 
arena for at least another nine years, 1978, A boy or 
girl of 10 years of age now will get to skate in one only 
if he or she goes to the city, Nine more winters at the 
mercy of snow and cold which often dictate that outside 
activities cease,

The second argument against an arena actually carries 
no weight at all, but has to be debated because some 
people really do subscribe to it. 

It comes down to this. So what if Edmonton does take 
over its operation? It will be the people of the St, Albert 
area, who will then be city folk, who will be using it. 

Minor hockey people need not feel that with an arena 
all hockey will move indoors, Coaches will still be 
expected to work the outside rinks when the temperature 


is above 10 below, 

It will mean, however, that when the temperature 
goes below that hockey will not come to a standstill, It 
will continue, albeit on a curtailed basis, inside. 

With careful planning and making use of every avail- 
able minute, there would be time for hockey, figure 
skating and public skating in an arena in St, Albert, 

It would mean starting ‘key and figure skating at 
4:30 school days and it would mean using only half the 


ice surface, all that is required, for boys in the 6-8 

age group, This way two games can be played at once,

t would mean operating from 7 am, toll p,m, Satur- 

lays and also being prepared to accept a heavy schedule 

Sundays, All sessions would have to be shortened but at 


least it would mean some ice time, 

This winter minor hockey and figure skating were 
knocked off the outside rinks for nearly 35 days in late 
December and January, When the most you can expect 
ice for outside is three months, that doesn’t really 
leave much time, 

There are some who want to cover the swimming 
pool, It's an argument that can’t be knocked, It would be 
great, But if you will think back ayear or two, the people 
of St, Albert voted for a package that included an arena, 
Before the pool is covered, it seems only fair that the 
people who backed the bylaw because of the arena get a 
chance to see their vote put to work, 

If that isn't to be, then maybe the pool should be 
covered, It could house swimming all winter and an 
artificial ice plant could be installed to provide for 
hockey and figure skating all summer,

Power Toboggan Rules 


New regulations governing 
the operation of power 
toboggans include the follow 
ing items: 

(1) All motorized snow 
machines except those op- 
erated on the owners’ pro- 
perty only, must secure an 
identification plate; the identi- 
fication plate may be secured 
on the basis of application 
forms supplied by the Regis- 
trar of the Motor Vehicle 
Branch, Highways Building, 
Edmonton, Alberta, The appli- 
cation must provide a descrip- 
tion of the motorized snow 
machine including the serial 
or manufacturer’s number. 

(2) Power toboggans may 
cross a primary highway or 
municipal road providing the 
operator is 14 years of age 
or over and providing any 
passengers disembark. The 


machine must be stopped be- 
fore entering the roadway and 
the operator may drive the 
vehicle across the road after

FD D confirms pottery hazard 


The Food and Drug Direc- 
torate says dangerous 
amounts of lead were 
extracted from the glaze of 
some imported Japanese 
pottery in recent tests inits 
Ottawa laboratories, 

The pottery in question 
is highly glazed dishware, 
holly green in color with 
decorative clusters of red 
berries, Each piece bears 
the mark “ESD Japan Hand 
Painted’’ in black lettering 
on the bottom and a remov- 
able sticky label entitled 
‘‘An Enterprise Exclusive, 
Toronto, Canada,’’ 

“The lead in the glaze 
of this pottery could diss- 
olve into liquids or other 
foods and cause poisoning,’’

said Dr, R, A, Chapman, 
FDD director general, 
“This leaching is hastened 
if acidic foods are used such 
as citrus fruit juices, soft 
drinks and pickles, Foods 
consumed from these uten- 
sils over a period of several 
months, or stored in them 
for some time, may build 
up high concentrations of 
lead in the blood and urine, 
particularly in children or 


persons of small body 
weight. ’’ nd 

Dr.Chapman recommends 
that this kind of glazed dish- 
ware not be used for storing 
foods, especially acidic 
foods, because of the danger 
of lead poisoning, 

Dr, Chapman emphasized

The Bible - 


World’s Most Popular Book 


Publishing the Bible in 
everyday language once was 
a capital offence, Clerics 
condemned John Wycliffe for 
heresy when his followers 
brought out the first com- 
plete English translation of 
“Goddes lawe”’ in 1382, 
When William Tyndale dared 
publish a second English 
edition in 1525, copies were 
put to the torch, So was he, 

Despite early setbacks, 
the Bible has proven to be 
the world’s most popular 
book, A billion copies have 
been printed in more than 
a thousand languages since 
Gutenberg invented movable 
type in the 15th century, 


EVOLVED AS LIBRARY 


The Bible evolved, not as 
a single volume, but as a 
whole library by scores of 
authors, says the National 
Georgraphic Society in its 
recent book, Everyday Life 
In Bible Times, 

Around campfires flick- 
ering in the desert night, 
bards of the ancient He- 
brews chanted of the mighty 
works of the Lord, Centur- 
ies later, at the time of 


David and Solomon, scrives 
began recording the revered 
narratives of the creation, 
the great flood, and their 
ancestors’ deeds, 


After the Babylonian Exile 
in the 6th century B.C,, the 
Pentateuch (first five books 
of the Old Testament) came 
to be regarded as the He- 
brews’ supreme Law, or 
Torah, 

The first Bible in every- 
day language -- translated 
from Hebrew into Greek -- 
appeared in Alexandria as 
early asthe 3rd century B,C, 
One Greek narrative traces 
its origin to 70 scholars 
from Jerusalem who were 
requested to work on it by 
Ptolemy 11, 


Reports of Jesus’ mini- 
stry spread by word of mouth 
for a generation after the 
Crucifixion, With the pass- 
ing of the leading eye-wit- 
nesses to His teaching, the 
accounts of the evangelists 
-- Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John -= were set down 
in Greek, Mark’s, consider~ 
ed the earliest, probably 
appeared before A,D, 70, 


LAVISHLY DECORATED 


Early copyists wrote on 
rolis of brownish papyrus, 
but by the 2nd century A.D., 
the codex or book, with pages 
of papyrus or parchment, 
supplanted scrolls, Thus be- 
gan the artistic craft of 
illuminating Biblical manu- 
scripts, which reached a 
climax in the Middle Ages, 
Some texts appeared in 
silver on purple vellum with 
divine names emblazoned in 
gold, Others embellished the 
¢ext with miniature paint- 
ings.

“NONSUCH ” 


History is relived 


A small armada of boats, ranging from coasting 
vessels to canoes, gave a tremendous welcome as a 
wooden ketch was launched into the quiet waters of a 
river estuary in North Devon on August 26th, turning 
back a page of history 300 years to the founding of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, 

An aunt of the company’s governor, Lord Amory, 
was present at the ceremony and though, due toa 
sticky slipway, it was ten minutes from the time Mrs, 
Heathcoat Amory named the vessel to the time the 
Nonsuch slid gracefully into the River Torridge, the 
roar of welcome from the thousands of residents and 
holidaymakers lining every vantage point near the ship~ 
yard was nonetheless deafening, 

From her keel of english elm to the 80 foot main- 
mast of yellow pine from the estate of the Marquess 
of Bath in Warminster, The Nonsuch has been built 
by craftsmen at the little boatyard of Messrs, Hinks 
and Son, using the same techniques as those used three 
centuries ago. Nothing goes into the 20th century Non- 
such that could not have gone into the original, Even 
the two inch planks are fastened to her fram with 
treenails - oak seasoned for 15 years. 

As part of the Hudson’s Bay Company’s celebrations 
in 1970 of its 300th anniversary of incorporation, it 
had been decided to build an accurate, full scale replica 
of the Company’s first ship, the ‘‘Nonsuch’’ which 
sailed into Hudson Bay in 1668, returning to England 
the following summer with the first cargo of Beaver 
skins, thus founding the fortunes of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, 

Following this successful voyage the Company was 
incorporated by Royal Charter of Charles IT on 2nd 
May, 1670, under the title of The Governor and Company 
of Adventurers of England trading into Hudson’s Bay, 
Prince Rupert being its first Governor, 

The first ketch ‘‘Nonsuch’’? was built in 1650 by Mr, 
Page at Wivenhoe, Essex, She was 36 feet long at the 
water line, 15 feet wide, and of 43 tons burden, She had 
a crew of 12 men in peace, 24 in wartime abroad, and 
She usually carried six small cannon, 

The replica of the ‘‘Nonsuch” is being built by 
a Devon firm, from plans and specification prepared 
by Mr, R, Warington Smyth of Falmouth Boat Con- 
struction Limited with the help and advice of the 
National Maritime Museum at Greenwich, 

The building of the vessel called for the revival of 
old skills now rapidly passing out of use, With a nucleus 
of skilled men who had learned their trade as boys 
repairing Britain’s last wooden sailing ships, ateam was 
formed and they cut out and erected the great frames 
which form the skeleton of the ‘‘Nonsuch’’, bolted them 
together with iron bolts of the 17th century type spec- 
ially made for the job, and planked up the hull with 
2-inch planks softened in a steam jet so that they 
would wrap around the curves of the bows and stern, 
No laminated timber was used, only seasoned solid 
wood, 

The company considers that the building of this 
replica of the ‘‘Nonsuch’”’ is the most appropriate way 
to commemorate the spirit and courage of those men 
who founded the company almost 300 years ago, 

The company intends that after launching and sea 
trials the ‘‘Nonsuch’’ will be on exhibition to the 
public in the Thames and possibly at the next Inter- 
national Boat Show in London, In 1969 she will be on 
exhibition at various ports in the United Kingdom and 
in 1970 it is hoped that it will be possible for her to 
sail across the Atlantic to Canada, which year is by 
happy coincidence the Centennial Year of the Province 
of Manitoba, 

This little ship whose predecessor first opened up 
commerce into the vast and challenging Northern reaches 
of Canada will then be presented to the Manitoba Cent- 
ennial Corporation for permanent exhibition in the 
Manitoba Museum of Man and Nature in Winnipeg.

SHAPING THE NEWS 


A CBC radio announcer, 
reading the six o’clock news 
the other evening, included 
several filler items, such as 
one about a man who posed as 
a woman contestant ina beauty 


contest. ‘‘You may have 
noticed,’’ wound up the an- 
nouncer, ‘‘we’re just a bit 


short of news today.’’ 

It was a refreshing confes- 
sion though not quite as fas- 
cinating as the approach of 
radio in India in the days 
when the British were still in 
command, An announcer de- 
clared: ‘Since there is no 
news of importance today, we 
will play music for the next 
fifteen minutes.’’ 

We complicate our lives by 
sticking to rigid formulas or 
expecting agencies such as the 
CBC to do everything in pre- 
dictable fashion, 

Why can’t life here be as 
uncluttered as it is in the East? 
Not many years ago, a radic 
station in Hong Kong faced 
what, to us, would have been 
an enormous quandary, The 
station regularly picked up 
every night the BBC news in 
Cantonese, relayed from Lon- 
don, But once the local opera 
season started, with broad- 
casts for audiences at home, 
there was a key question: 

What was to be done about 
the news? Drop it during the 
opera performances - and 
thereby alienate listeners who 
wanted the news? Interrupt the 
opera broadcast long enough 
for the newscast - and thus 
offend music lovers? The 
compromise was quite simple, 
The news was read while the 
opera went on in the back- 
ground, 

Maybe we don’t yet handle 
problems with quite this 
finesse, but the CBC an- 
nouncer the other night took 
the first brave step by ad- 
mitting a routine needed 
changing.

The computer age is mak- 
ing its mark on political 
ballots. A significant seg- 
ment of the American elec- 
torate cast their votes Nov, 
5 on computerized punch 
cards and specially treated 
paper ballots, 

In electronic balloting, 
voters punch holes on com- 
puter cards or stamp special 
paper ballots with sensitized 
ink, Even this may not be 
the last word in voting sys- 
tems, 

Voters someday may cast 
their ballot in the privacy 
of their living rooms, Scien- 
tists envision the election 
day when a voter will tele- 
phone his selections directly 
to a computer, 


VOTERS USED VOICE 


The evolution in voting 
styles would have astonished 
early Americans, Insimpler 
times, colonists voted aloud 
before an election judge. A 
bullying crowd reacted to 
each vote with cheers or 
jeers, 

Colonists reacted warily 
to the idea of paper ballots, 
tested as early as 1634 in 
Massachusetts, The pract- 
ice spread slowly. New York 
discarded secret ballots 
after a one-year trial, in 
1852, because it ‘‘insulted 
the manliness and indepen- 
dence of the laboring man,’ 


BALLOTS GROW LONG 


As ballots grew longer, 
political parties began prin- 
ting them for their suppor- 
ters’ convenience. Each 
party used colored paper so 
that poll watchers could 
check on the faithfulness of 
the party faithful. 

A patent on an electrical 
voting recorder was filed by 
Thomas A, Edison in 1868, 
but no voting machine was 


used in the Nation until 1892. 


Almost one hundred years 
passed before the next ma- 
jor innovation, computer- 
ized voting just four years 
ago. 

In the last presidential 
election, for example, Mli- 
nois voters were confronted 
with a three-foot long ballot 
listing 236 candidates for

178 names were checked off,

Government Outlines 


Power Toboggan Rules 


New regulations governing 
the operation of power 
toboggans include the follow 
ing items: 

(1) All motorized snow 
machines except those op- 
erated on the owners’ pro- 
perty only, must secure an 
identification plate; the identi- 
fication plate may be secured 
on the basis of application 
forms supplied by the Regis~ 
trar of the Motor Vehicle 
Branch, Highways Bullding, 
Edmonton, Alberta, The appli- 
cation must provide a descrip~ 
tion of the motorized snow 
machine including the serial 
or manufacturer’s number. 

(2) Power toboggans may 
cross a primary highway or 
municipal road providing the 
operator is 14 years of age 
or over and providing any 
passengers disembark. The 
machine must be stopped be~ 
fore entering the roadway and 
the operator may drive the 
vehicle across the road after 


/ be 


he takes all necessary pre- 
cautions to cross in safety. 

(3) In an urban municipality, 
no person shall operate a 
Power toboggan on or along a 
road unless permitted by by- 
law of the Council, 

(4) In a rural municipality, 
improvement district, or spe- 
cial area, a person may oper- 
ate a power toboggan along 
any road providing the Muni-~ 
cipal Board or Minister does 
not pass a bylaw prohibiting 
the same, 


(5) Power toboggans should 


be operated on the untravelled 
portion of a highway or roadas 
far away from the roadway as 
is practicable under the cir- 
cumstances,

FD D confirms pottery hazard 


The Food and Drug Direc- 
torate says dangerous 
amounts of lead were 
extracted from the glaze of 
some imported Japanese 
pottery in recent tests inits 
Ottawa laboratories, 

The pottery in question 
is highly glazed dishware, 
holly green in color with 
decorative clusters of red 
berries, Each piece bears 
the mark ‘‘ESD Japan Hand 
Painted’’ in black lettering 
on the bottom and a remove 
able sticky label entitled 
‘‘An Enterprise Exclusive, 
Toronto, Canada,"’ 

“The lead in the glaze 
of this pottery could diss- 
olve into liquids or other 
foods and cause poisoning,’’ 


said Dr, R, A, Chapman, 
FDD director general, 
“This leaching is hastened 
if acidic foods are used such 
as citrus fruit juices, soft 
drinks and pickles, Foods 
consumed from these uten- 
sils over a period of several 
months, or stored in them 
for some time, may build 
up high concentrations of 
lead in the blood and urine, 
particularly in children or 


persons of small body 
weight,”’ 

Dr.Chapman recommends 
that this kind of glazed dish- 
ware not be used for storing 
foods, especially acidic 
foods, because of the danger 
of lead poisoning. 

Dr, Chapman emphasized 
that the pottery involved 
should not be confused with 
chinaware,
